Dated , Trivandrum , 27th January 1973. 
S. R. O. No. 66 /73. - Whereas it appears to the Government that plant 
diseases namely Blast and Sheath Blight and Pests namely Plant Hopper 
Leaf folder Rice Bug and Ear head cutting prevalent in the whole of 
Alleppey District and in the Taluks of Changanacherry, Vaikom and Kottayam 
in the Kottayam District, are injurious to the paddy cultivations in the said 
areas; 

And, whereas it is necessary to take measures to eradicate the said 
diseases and pests and to prevent their spread or re-appearance ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Kerala Plant Diseases and Pests Act, 1972 (25 of 1972) the Government 
of Kerala hereby declare the area within the hole of Alleppey District and 
the area comprising the taluks of Changanacherry , Vaikom and Kottayam 
in the Kottayam district to be affected areas for a period of one month with 
effect on and from 27th January 1973 and with reference to the said areas, 
the Government hereby: 

1. declare that Blast and Sheath blight are plant diseases and 
the Plant hopper leaf folder Rice bug and Ear head cutting are pests 
in respect of paddy plants ; 

2. prohibit the movement or removal of any paddy plant, soil or 
manure from any place in the affected area and from any other place to the 
affected area ; and 
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3. direct that such other preventive or remedial measures as the 
District Collector may consider necessary shall be carried out to eradicate , 
destroy or prevent the spread or re-appearance of the said discases or pesta 
in the said 


area .

S. R. O.No. 67/ 73,—Whereas the Government are satisfied that the 
paddy cultivation in the whole of Alleppey District and in the Taluks of 
Changanacherry , Vaikom and Kottayam in the Kottayam District declared as 
affected areas in Notification No. 81128 /G3/72 /AD . dated 27-1-1973 are in 
danger of being damaged by the plant diseases namely Blasť and Sheath 
blight and pests namely , Plant hopper , leaf folder Rice bug and ear head 
cutting prevalent in the said areas; 

And whereas it is necessary to take immediate preventive or remedial 
measures ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub -section (1) 
of Section (8) of the Kerala Plant Diseases and Pests Act 1972, (25 of 1972) 
the Government of Kerala hereby (1) declare that it shall be competent for 
the Inspecting Officers for the said affected areas to carry out such preventive 
or remedial measures in the said affected area or part thereof or to take such 
other steps ( including the removal or destruction of plants which are infested 
or likely to be infested ) as deemed fit, and (2 ) direct that every occupier in 
respect of whose land such preventive or remedial measures or other steps 
have been taken shall be liable to pay the cost thereof at such rate and within 
such time as the District Coilector may, by order from time to time, determine 
having regard to the following, namely : 

(i) The charges to be incurred for labour, material or use of equip 

ment or implement ; 
(ii ) proportionate charges for any special establishment entertained 

for the purpose ; and 
(ii ) any other charges to be incurred for the purposes aforesaid .
